Fair Trade how 
Gives Authority 
Back to States 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Truman has signed into law the 
“McGuire Act” which restores the 
authority needed by individual states 
to enforce their fair trade laws. 

Without this authority to main- 
tain minimum established prices on 
branded, “fair-traded” merchandise, 
such price fixing would be in viola- 
tion of Federal anti-trust laws. The 
McGuire Act provides an exemption 
from the anti-trust laws. 

President Truman signed the law 
“with mixed feelings’ and suggested 
that Congress conduct a full scale 
investigation of fair trade laws and 
the related problems of price dis- 
crimination and anti-trust policy. 

Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, Minne- 
sota Democrat, indicated that he 
would ask for such an investigation 
in the next session of Congress.

Freezer, Refrigerator 
Mfrs. Can Change to 
‘Delivered’ Pricing 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Manufac- 
turers of refrigerators and home 
freezers have been provided a means 
of changing their ceiling prices from 
an f.o.b. factory basis to a delivered 
price basis if they wish to do so. 

How this can be done is outlined 
in Supplementary Regulation 30 to 
Ceiling Price Regulation 22, which 
became effective on July 14. 

Right now SR 30 applies only to 
manufacturers of these two products, 
but it is set up so that it can be 
applied to other products at a later 
date, if the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion decides to do so.

Much Longer 
Steel Strike 
Seen as Serious 


| Commercial, Appliance 
Mfrs. See Cutbacks, 
Shutdowns Coming Soon 


DETROIT — Although the worst 
steel strike in U. S. histo:.y had not 
yet crippled production of refrigera- 
tion equipment and major appliances, 
it appeared last week that the situa- 
tion would become serious if the 
strike continued much longer 

Meanwhile, as the strike entered 
its seventh week, the National Pro- 
duction Authority moved to ease 
hardships or clarify situations re- 
sulting from the walk-out. 

Here's a run-down on how the 
strike was affecting industry manu- 
facturers: 

A. G. Zumbrun, president of 
Brunner Mfg. Co., said the effect on 
the company to date was not serious. 
However, he added, Brunner can run 
through September only with the 
products on hand. He said the situa- 
tion will become “real serious” if the 
strike is not settled soon. 

With its steel supply in “fairly 
good shape,” Sherer-Gillett Co. esti- 
mated it can continue operating to 
capacity until Sept. 1-15 “provided 
suppliers of component parts can de- 
liver approximately as requested. 

“In the event the strike is not 
settled by Aug. 1,” reported L. O. 
Bower, vice president, “we can only 
operate on a limited basis after 
Sept. 15.” 

Bower said the company’s finished 
goods inventory is in “fair shape.” 

Servel's commercial electric refrig- 
eration division is still operating and 
will probably be able to continue pro- 
duction into August, a company 
spokesman said. The air conditioning 
division is stretching out curtailed 
materials by reducing production and 
is expected to operate at partial ca- 
pacity for 30 days. 

As previously reported, Servel’s 
household refrigeration division shut 
down on July 3. It is not scheduled 
to be reopened until steel is again 
available. 

Earlier, Hotpoint closed down all 
civilian goods manufacturing until 
the strike is settled. Some other ap- 
pliance manufacturers have been 
forced to curtail production. 

Things stood this way with other 
manufacturers: 

AMANA: Strike will really begin 
to hurt if it isn’t settled within a 
week or so.

Dealers Plan To Use Meter Plan In 1952 


CHICAGO __ International 
Co. announced that its 
Meter-Matic” 


Register 
Sth annual 
survey, compiled from 


completed questionnaires submitted 
by 520 commercial refrigeration 
dealers, showed that more dealers 


are expected to use the meter plan 
in 1952 than in any previous year 

The survey revealed that 83° of 
the dealers intended to use the meter 
plan this year. This would compare 
with 53°) last year, 61° in 1950, 
46°) in 1949, 36% in 1948, and 17% 
in 1947 

The company, which manufactures 
Meter-Matic coin meters, said the 
dealers surveyed represented a cross 
section of the industry, including 
esmall and large dealers located in 
both metropolitan and rural areas. 

According to the study, 271 of the 
dealers used the meter plan in 1951. 
Of that number, about 86 sold from 
one to nine units on the plan, 50 sold 
10 to 24 units this way, around 34 
sold 25 to 49 units, and about 12 sold 
50 to 74 

About five dealers used the plan 
in selling 75 to 99 units, around nine 
in selling 100 to 149 units, about five 
in selling 150 to 199, about eight in 
selling 200 to 299, and around two in 
selling 300 or more

which the meter plan was used. It 
said plan sales varied from 10% to 
95° of gross volume. Sixty dealers 
did not give their 1951 meter sales.

Another question was: “What was 
your percentage of repossessions on 
meter plan sales” One hundred 
seventy-nine of the dealers replying, 
or 75°%, reported no repossessions 
Eight said less than 1%, 16 replied 
1% to 2%, 11 answered 3% to 5%, 
and 14 said 6% or more. Eleven 
dealers reported according to per 
cent of gross volume. Thirty-two did 
not reply.

With the new law signed, most 
companies that had previously fair 
traded their products indicated that 
they would put them back on a fair 
trade basis. Some said that their 
products had never been off fair 
trade, even though the contract was 
unenforceable, and that these con- 
tracts are immediately effective. 

Lawyers for most companies said 
they would repeat the process of hav- 
ing new fair trade contracts signed 
by retailers and would notify non- 
signers 

Among the appliance firms that 
have indicated that they would re- 
turn to fair trade are General Elec- 
tric Co., Sunbeam Corp., Proctor 
Electric Co., and Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp 

The National Appliance and Radio- 
TV Dealers Association sent a letter 
of appreciation to President Truman.

This is the way Freezer Center 
follows up on its leads 

When Mills gets hia allotted names 
from advertising, he sits down and 
calls each prospect. He explains that 
the food savings are built around the 
economies of a home freezer and 
large quantity buying of food. He 
asks the prospect for an appointment 
at a time when both the husband and 
wife will be home in order to explain 
the details of the plan 

“Four out of five of the persons 
we call give us an appointment,” 
Mills said. “The ones who don’t are 
generally people who already own a 
freezer or who feel they are not 
financially able to swing the deal.” 

When an appointment is made, 
Mills then checks the credit rating 
of the prospect. In only one instance 
did he find that the prospect had a 
poor credit rating 

"Thus, when we go out to inter- 
view a@ prospect, we know in advance 
that they are financially able to par- 
ticipate in the plan,” he said

U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture figures on aver- 
age family consumption are used to 
show the customer how much he can 
save in this manner. 


Use Canned Sales Talk 


“We have prepared a canned sales 
talk that the salesmen have to learn. 
But this is merely to be sure that 
they cover all the necessary points. 
Closing a sale actually depends on 
the personality of the salesman and 
his ability to answer the particular 
questions that the prospect will 
raise,” Mills said. 

The salesman calls on the prospect 
at the appointed time. If both hus- 
band and wife are there, he makes 
his presentation. If one or the other 
is not at home, he excuses himself 
and makes another appointment 

“We have found that it is a waste 
of time to try and sell freezers when 
both husband and wife are not pres- 
ent. In freezer selling, unlike other 


more accepted appliances, you have 
to literally lead the customer by the 
nose so that he will understand what 
the freezer will do for him and how 
he can make the anticipated sav- 
ings.” 

Mills pointed out that the sales- 
man explains to the prospect that 
once he has the freezer, he can effect 
the promised savings by himself, by 
quantity purchases of different foods 
in season. In fact, the prospect is 
urged to do his own buying after 
the initial order, but is told that he 
can purchase refills on time through 
Freezer Center if he wants to. 


Layaway Plan Used for 
Getting Down Payment 


If the customer signs the order, 
the necessary financing is arranged, 
the food order is taken, and delivery 
is scheduled. If the customer does 
not have the necessary down pay- 
ment, Freezer Center will accept 
small regular sums on a layaway 
plan until the down payment is com- 
pleted. 

If the customer does not sign the 
order on the first call, the salesman 
does not call back, except in very 
extraordinary circumstances.

Freezers Move Briskly 


Mills looks upon the freezer-food 
plan as a real god-send to the ap- 
pliance dealer. He pointed out that 
while other appliances were moving 
slowly, freezer sales were brisk and 
brought cheer to an otherwise dis- 
couraging season. 

He said that he knows one dealer 
who was ready to fold up before he 
decided to try the freezer-food plan 
Now he is doing a good business in 
freezers 

The three dealers currently co- 
operating in the Chill Chest plan de- 
livered 35 freezers during the first 
10 days of June and had 10 other 
closed sales in process, Mills declared

Pro’s & Con’s of Glass 
Freezer Jars Studied by 


U. S. Dept. Agriculture 


WASHINGTON, D. C. —- Advan- 
tages and disadvantages of glass 
“freezer jars” were outlined recently 
by the Extension Service, U. 8. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

“These jars are moisture-vapor- 
proof,” the agency said in a recent 
iasue bulletin. “They can be re-used; 
they need no heat-sealing as paper 
containers do; and, though food must 
be thawed somewhat for removal, 
there is no leakage from the con- 
tainer in thawing. 

“Disadvantages are that the glass 
jars are rather expensive, breakable, 
and they become frosty on the sur- 
face when removed from the freezer, 
making them slippery to handle 
without tongs. 

“There are two types of the round 
glass ‘freezer jars’ on the market at 
present. One has straight sides with 
a wide mouth, and the top is fastened 
with a clamp. It can be used for 
both canning and freezing. The other 
is wider at the top than at the bot- 
tom, and has a screw top

The program in Wilmington in- 
eluded an historical dramatic pro- 
logue depicting the company’s found- 
ing. After the prologue, Henry B 
du Pont, great-great-grandson of the 
founder, and a vice president and 
member of the du Pont executive 
committee, spoke, followed by Craw- 
ford H. Greenewalt, president, and 
Walter 8S. Carpenter, Jr., chairman of 
the board of directors 

In the prologue the roles of 
Eleuthere Irenee du Pont de Nemours, 
founder of the company, and his wife, 
Sophie, were portrayed by Edward 
Franz and Miss Sigrid Gurie, who 
played the same roles in the motion 
picture, “The du Pont Story.” Written 
by Irve Tunick, the prologue tells of 
the dreams of Eleuthere Irenee du 
Pont and his faith in the new nation 

Background music composed es- 
pecially for the prologue by Ardon 
Cornwell was sung by the du Pont 
Chorus, made up of 102 employes 
and directed by Frank J. Clark. The 
du Pont Band, consisting entirely of 
employes, also played. Costumes of 
the early 19th century were worn 
by the men and women of the chorus 
and the ushers 

A marker, formed by one of two 
huge millstones ordered from France 
by the founder of the company, was 
dedicated. The stone weighs about 
seven tons and is mounted on a 
granite base. Its function was to 
grind, by water power, the ingredi- 
ents of black powder sulfur, char- 
coal, and saltpeter. Bronze plaques 
designed and executed by Domenico 
Mortellito, Wilmington sculptor, are 
mounted upon the stone. 

The ceremony was closed with a 
benediction by the Rev. Dr. William 
Cc. Munds, rector of Christ Church, 
Greenville, Del., which has been at- 
tended by members of the du Pont 
family and company employes for 
100 years. The du Pont Chorus sang 
the closing music 

Luther D. Reed, who retired re- 
cently as director of du Pont’s trade 
analysis division, was executive di- 
rector of the 150th anniversary or- 
ganization. William A. Hart, director 
of advertising for du Pont, was chair- 
man of the anniversary planning 
committee, and J. W. McCoy, a di- 
rector and a former vice president of 
the company, was general coordina- 
tor 

Mr. Reed, who has been working 
on plans for the celebration since 
January, 1951, explained that the 
occasion commemorated the dynamic 
growth from a single small mill fill- 
ing the vital need of a young nation 
for blasting powder and gunpowder, 
into an organization employing 87,000 
men and women, owned by more than 
140,000 stockholders, selling thou- 
sands of chemical products to more 
than 75,000 customers, and buying 
from more than 30,000 suppliers

Total operating cost ratio increased 
sharply to 282% from 248% in

of sales over the 1950 ratio—the 
lowest on the NARDA record up to 
that year 

The administrative cost ratio for 
1951 was 20.4% of net sales, a record 
high for the six-year survey period. 
The 1950 ratio of 16.9% remains as 
the lowest for this element 

All of the individual cost factors 
included under “administrative” 
costs showed increases over 1950. A 
sharp gain over 1950 and a new high 
for servicemen's wages and expenses 
ratio was set when it reached 5.7% 
of net sales, the rise being “largely 
attributable to television servicing.” 

Advertising expense commanded 
2.7% of net sales per $100 compared 
to 2.2% in 1950, and was the highest

Number of Trade-Ins Jumps 


The ratio of trade-ins to the physi- 
cal unit sales of refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines, and ranges in 1951 
showed the fifth consecutive rise 
since 1946 (see Table 2.) In the case 
of refrigerators, there was a jump of 
14 percentage points as between 1950 
and 1951 

Inventory turnover rate was 3.3 
times, compared to the 1950 rate of 
4.3 and 3.8 for 1949 

“Dealers who reported the value of 
their inventories as of the beginning 
and the end of 1951 showed an aver- 
age of only 6% in inventory holdings 
at the close of the year by compari- 
son with the year's starting,” the 
report said. “This small rise contrasts 
sharply with the fact that at the 
end of 1950 the average inventory 
was 49% higher than at the start 
of that year 


1950 Experience Pays 


“It is just possible that the 
sad experience of 1950 contributed 
strongly to a general effort through- 
out 1951 looking toward the achieve- 
ment of a better-balanced inventory.” 

Criticizing “careless overloading of 
the dealer,” the report added: “By 
reason of the fact that many manu- 
facturers and distributors make little 
or no continuing effort to analyze the 
existing market situation, it behooves 
dealers and their trade organizations 
to secure for themselves sound eco- 
nomic appraisals of their individual

Questioned by the builders as to 
cost of year-round air conditioning, 
Shawhan commented that it runs 
“about $800 to $1,200 more than just 
a heating plant.” He added though, 
“we expect to cut this difference 
down to no more than $500 or so.” 

Cost of air conditioning a residence 
does vary somewhat with the duct 
system, he also pointed out, explain- 
ing that in the Weathermaker homes 
in Texas costing $12,000 the air con- 
ditioning systems accounted for 12% 
to 14% of the total cost

“Although air conditioning does 
cost more, you can save perhaps up 
to $800 in building costs by omitting 
windows, screens, dormers, porches, 
etc,” Shawhan commented. “For ex- 
ample, you can also use the less ex 
pensive fixed windows than the 
double-hung or casement windows if 
you have air conditioning.” 

One Lexington builder present of- 
fered some confirmation of this view 
by recalling that ai local bank 
wouldn't approve his request for

“Since we were limited in what we 
could spend, we saved enough in con- 
struction costs, thanks to air condi 
tioning, to keep within the maximum 
limit and still have air conditioning.” 

Questioned as to operating costs, 
he explained that “in some parts of 
the country it costs leas to cool than 
heat a house. Of course, in certain 
areas such as parts of Texas, cooling 
costs more per season than heating.” 

In answer to another question, 
Shawhan said that a house doesn't 
necessarily have to be fully insulated 
for air conditioning, “but in most 
cases such insulation does pay off in 
savings on operating costa, often dur- 
ing the heating season alone.”

Blown Gasket Lets Unit 
Run Without Freezing 


“After several years operation, one 
make of sealed unit sometimes causes 
this complaint: ‘It runs but won't 
freeze," declares a veteran service- 
man. “I've cut open a lot of them 
and always found the same thing. 
The gasket between the head and the 
valve plate had a piece blown out 
of it 

“The type of unit I'm talking 
about uses ‘Freon’ and when I have 
to open one I first let out all the gas 
by opening the suction valve located 
on the back of it. Next I take a 
metal letter stamp and stamp the 
color of the leads above each termi- 
nal so that they won't become mixed 
up. 

“Sometimes they have this stamped 
on them and it isn’t necessary but I 
always look to make sure. 

“Next I remove the four nuts that 
hold it down and then cut the dis- 
charge line with a pair of diagonals 
in a place that I can easily put to- 
gether again. 

“A piece of ‘\4-in. tubing will 
just fit over this very nicely and 
I braze it on with phos copper when 
putting it back. 

“I next remove the suction line 
and the unit is ready to be taken 
out. Of course all this work is done

is the easiest way to work 

“I have found that the easiest and 
fastest way to open a sealed unit was 
to use a cutting terch and burn off 
the welded bead about \% in. from the 
outer edge. The one or two places it 
might stick from the torch could 
easily be cut with a cold chisel 

“Watch the terminal posts when 
burning it open, as the heat con- 
tinues to travel after the torch has 
moved on. I paint the metal with 
water to cool it off, using a brush 
about as big as my little finger with 
a long handle. It is important to keep 
these terminal posts cool, as they 
are sealed to the unit to keep the 
refrigerant from escaping 

“When the unit is opened, the oil 
is carefully measured so that the 
same amount of clean, fresh oil 
could be put back. Since this was a 
‘Freon’ unit, I used 300 viscosity oi! 
and added about a tablespoon full of 
Trace or Visoleak. Never could find 
a place that sold gaskets for this 
unit but I had a set of gasket cutters 
so it was easy to make 

“After the repairs, it was run and 
checked. If everything was satisfac- 
tory it was sealed up. I arc welded 
it because this method adds material 
to it and it might have to be opened 
in the future. I next hooked a bottle 
of ‘Freon’ to the suction line valve 
and let the gas in slowly until I 
figured it was properly purged. Next 
the discharge line was sealed and 
the unit was dropped in a tub of 
water to test for leaks. When I was 
satisfied that there were no leaks, 
the unit was replaced and then 
charged. I've had them standing out 
for several years, so I know this 
method can be followed by any 
‘Freon’ machine. 

“If you don’t have a cutting torch 
or welder, you can take your unit to 
a welding shop and they will cut it 
open for 50 or 75 cents. He will also 
seal it for you but be sure to explain 
to him just what you want.”

is pushed from place to place. The 
cooler has five separate mono- 
rail branches running the length 
of the room.

Cooler Has 3 Doors 


To further facilitate handling, the 
cooler has three doors-one outside 
door through which meat is received 
(without having to come through the 
customer area); one connecting door 
to the freezer; and a third door open- 
ing into the shop 

The side of the cooler which faces 
into the shop is surfaced attractively 
with stainless steel and is furnished 
with a Thermopane display window 
through which customers can see

meat being processed. This wall, 
the other cooler walls, and the 
ceiling and floor are insulated to a 
thickness of 4 in. The freezer en- 
closures, including the common wall, 
are insulated to a thickness of 6 in. 

The freezer is maintained at 0° F 
by two unit coolers, one having a 
capacity of 5,800 B.t.u. per hour, the 
other a capacity of 12,000 B.t.u. per 
hour. The units are capable of at- 
taining below zero temperatures 
when desired. 


One Defroster Handles 2 Units 


Both coolers are defrosted by one 
Tenney defroster which is located 
in the basement. The refrigeration- 
defrost cycle is controlled by 
the temperature of water contained 
in a 30-gal. copper tank and heated 
by an immersion type heater. When 
the water reaches a predetermined 
temperature, a thermostat automati- 
eally shuts off the compressor, unit 
cooler fans, and hot water heater 
and operates solenoid controlled 
valves to direct the flow of refrig- 
erant during the defrost cycle 

Hot refrigerant gas (generated as 
explained in the drawing) is circulated 
through the unit coolers to defrost 
them. When the temperature of the

Hot gas defrost is gaining in favor, 
and many manufacturers are incor- 
porating this type of defrost in all 
of their designs.

Coming Soon—Servicing 
Gas Heating Controls

An automatic defrost timer is used 
to control the periods of defrost, and 
to provide switch action to control 
and electrically operate a defrost 
control valve. This valve is gener- 
ally of the solenoid type. In another 
design the defrost timer mechanism 
directly operates a mechanical de- 
frost valve. 

In either case the positioning of 
the defrost valve would be the same 
as is indicated in Fig. 29. 

Defrost control valves guide the

path of the refrigerant gas that is 
circulated during the defrost period. 
In the hot gas defrost system the 
compressor must operate during the 
defrost period 

The temperature or low pressure 
control normally used to control the 
system must be short-circuited so 
that it will not stop the compressors 
during the defrost period 

Hot gas defrost systems obtain 
the heat for defrost directly from the 
refrigerant in the system. The re- 
frigerant normally picks up heat at 
the evaporator and the heat is re- 
leased by the condenser 

In the hot gas system, the refrig- 
erant is by-passed so that it does 
not flow through the condenser, re- 
ceiver, or expansion valve. The re- 
frigerant flows only through the 
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compressor, defrost control valve, 
and the evaporator. The amount of 
hot gas that is available for defrost 
varies with design and capacity. of 
the system 

A refrigeration compressor is de- 
signed to pump gas, not liquid refrig- 
erant. If a liquid is pumped through 
the compressor a mechanical failure 
will undoubtedly result due to the ex- 
tremely high pressure on the valves 
in the head of the unit. This is due 
to the incompresasibility of liquid and 
oil 

Two methods of maintaining a 
proper supply of hot gas are aa fol- 
lows 

1. Use a metering orifice or con- 
trolled opening in the timer operated 
defrost valve 

This method limits the amount of 
hot gas that is sent to the evapora- 
tor. It prevents an excess of hot gas 
in the system that may condense and 
return to the compressor as a liquid 

2. The use of the same method of 
refrigerant gas controls as indicated 
above with the following exception 

An external method of supplying 
heat to the refrigerant to increase 
defrost value and to maintain the re- 
frigerant in a gaseous state 

Heat can be supplied to the refrig- 
erant by any heat source that will 
surround a section of the suction line 
The heat must be of an intensity that 


will prevent the refrigerant from 
becoming a liquid. Care must be used 
not to supply sufficient heat to 


vaporize the refrigerant to a danger- 
ously high pressure. Heat from at- 
mospheric temperature or electrical 
heaters are two sources of heat 

The suction line ts defined as that 
part of the refrigeration piping sys- 
tem running between the low aside 
of the evaporator and the suction 
side of the compressor

In addition, pheasants, squab, quail, 
venison, and turkey can be stored all 
year-round for immediate demand. 
The freezer has cut market trips 
from the former daily chore to two 
trips weekly. This, of course, saves 
work-hours. 

The cooler is maintained at 34° F. 
by five banks of coils suspended from 
the ceiling. In planning the cooler, a 
four-way conference was held be- 
tween Torchio, the contractor, the 
refrigeration equipment manufac- 
turer, and the monorail-conveyor 
supplier. This was necessary because 
of unusual refrigeration § require- 
ments, space limitations, and inter- 
ferences between building columns 
and monorail and coil suspension 
members. 

The unusual refrigeration require- 
ments arose because of the fact that 
men would be working in the cooler 
and their body heat, plus that of 
electric motors for saws and grinders, 
had to be compensated for. Also, an 
unusually large quantity of meat was 
to be stored in a relatively small 


space. In addition, the cooler had two 
outside entry doors and a Thermo- 
pane display window which had to

be taken into account when figuring 
the refrigeration load. Calculations 
including all these factors resulted in 
a system having a capacity of 25,000 
B.t.u./hr. 

In solving the interference problem, 
the monorail supports were fixed and 
coils were spaced to clear them and 
building columns. The monorail was 
installed so that hanging meat would 
not scrape against cooler walls, as 
required by health regulations. 

The five banks of Tenney coils were 
installed 13 in. apart allowing for 
adequate ventilation and uniform 
temperature in all parts of the cooler 
Each bank has 10 tubes of %-in. 
tubing fitted with 3',-in. by 7-in. fins 
spaced three fins per inch of tubing. 
Full section drip pans are used. 


Each Bank Piped Through 
Individual Valve 


Each bank is piped through an in- 
dividual valve to a common manifold 
enabling the cooler to remain in serv- 
ice while individual coils are shut 
down for servicing. 

Defrosting in this case is accom- 
plished, of course, without special 
equipment since, when the refrigera- 
tion unit automatically shuts off, coil 
and piping temperatures rise above 
freezing and any ice which has 
formed melts naturally. When the 
cooler temperature reaches 36° F. the 
refrigeration equipment automatically 
cuts in again. 

With the new cooler setup, all meat 
is cut in the cooler, stored on racks 
in the cooler or freezer, and called 
for by countermen as needed for cus- 
tomers or show cases. Meat is not 
handled in and out of the cooler for 
cutting and does not become dis- 
colored by being exposed at room 
temperatures between cutting and 
selling.

As for delivery and installation, 
Williams pointed out that delivery 
men do not install an appliance but 
merely take it to the home and set 
it in location. Then an installation 
man follows along to hook up the 
appliance and get it working just 
right. He also gives the customer tips 
on proper operation of the product 


4t Time of Delivery 
Double Postcard 
Is Mailed Out 


At the time the appliance is de- 
livered, Williams related, the com- 
pany mails out a double postcard to 
the customer. On this return card 
the customer can indicate if delivery 
was satisfactory, if the company's 
employes were courteous, etc, and 
add any special comments 

This practice was begun just re- 
cently and has already brought the 
firm many helpful comments, accord- 
ing to Williams. It also serves to 
keep employes “on the ball,” he said 


Williams explained that Shreve- 
port Refrigeration was started in 
May, 1949, on a part-time service 


basis and moved into its present 
home in November of that year. The 
company now has a main store and 
office in downtown Shreveport, a 
sales room in Bossier City (across 
the Red River), and a shop, service 
department, warehouse, and parts de- 
partment in still a third location 

The company is a full-line Frigid- 
aire dealer handling air conditioning 
and commercial refrigeration equip- 
ment as well as household appliances 

Right now, the firm has about 26 
employes: Six domestic salesmen, two 
on air conditioning and commercial 
refrigeration (one a graduate engi- 
neer who works up specifications and 
drawings), five in the office, 12 in the 
service department, and the home 
service director. 


Call Clerk Takes Load 
Of Service Manager 


Of the 12 in the service depart- 
ment, one is the service manager and 
one a call clerk. The latter is a 
handicapped person secured through 
Goodwill Industries. He is “working 
out very well,’ Williams said, and is 
taking a big load off the service man- 
ager 

Two men work exclusively on serv- 
ice and installation of air condition- 
ing and commercial refrigeration 
equipment. Two others service and 


install refrigerators and ranges, and 

can also

Another man is kept busy install-

Turning to paper work, Williams 
reported that as each sale is made, 
& product service and installation 
card is typed in duplicate. Informa- 
tion provided includes name, address, 
date of sale, delivery date, model, 
and serial number. One copy is for 
the office and one for the service de- 
partment. 

Books are kept on a unit cost basis. 
At the same time, an amount is de- 
ducted from the sales price to cover 
delivery, installation, and first-year 
warranty. This is credited to the serv- 
ice department. 

“This enables us to put the service 
department on its own feet, so to 
speak, as to cost and its contribution 
to profit,” Williams stated. 

In regard to the company's think- 
ing on service, Williams cited this 
remark of one person: “Service com- 
pletes one sale and starts another.” 
He also quoted a talk by Dan Pack- 
ard, Kelvinator’s household sales 


ing and servicing automatic hers. 
Still another has been reconditioning 
the firm's trade-ins (the company 
completely reconditions refrigerators 
and guarantees them for 90 days) 
but at present he is helping on in- 


stallation and “shooting” service 
ealls 
Normally, Shreveport Refrigera- 


tion employs two delivery men. Re- 
cently, however, it was necessary to 
hire two more for the summer 
season. 

Four trucks are used by the con- 
cern. It has two \-stakes for the 
two commercial men, one 1'-stake 
with a hydraulic tailgate for the bulk 
of deliveries, and one pickup truck. 

Williams noted that some time ago, 
the wooden bed of one of the trucks 
wore out. Since it had always been 
a job shoving refrigerators around, 
the firm decided to try a steel plate 
floor. This was a big improvement, 
he said, and now two trucks are so 
equipped 

Three of the company’s men use 
their own cars, for which they are 
paid $1 a day. 


Portable Hand Elevator 
‘Doubles’ Storage Area 


Shop equipment includes the neces- 
sary benches with vise, drill press, 
etc., for general work. In addition, 
there is a special bench for automa- 
tic washers work, such as testing 
switches, and a special charging 
board for simpler repairs to “Meter- 
Misers” (the firm is a district repair 
shop). A spray gun and booth for 
reconditioning were also provided. 

Williams said one piece of equip- 
ment which the firm bought second 
hand -a portable hand elevator —‘“has 
virtually doubled our product stor- 
age area. With it, he stated, refrig- 
erators can be stacked two high and 
gas ranges three high 

Shreveport Refrigeration aims al- 
ways to maintain an adequate parts 
stock and “probably carries as large

an inventory as some of the whole- | 


salers in town.” Williams commented 
here that “our policy of sticking to 
only one line certainly cuts down 
our parts and service problems as 
well as training of personnel.” 

The servicemen carry in their 
trucks or cars a representative stock 
of switches, relays, etc. 


Local Trade Schools 
Are Source of Labor 


Practically all of the firm's service- 
men were secured through the local 
trade school, the speaker said. They 
are sent to factory service schools 
at company expense for further train- 
ing. This was emphasized as being 
“very important.” 

As for compensation, Williams 
said the service manager and call 
clerk get a monthly salary. All others 
are paid on an hourly basis.

manager, who said in part: 

“Every study I have ever seen on 
the reasons why customers buy par- 
ticular major appliances shows be- 
yond any question that the primary 
reason .. . is based on good service.” 


Good Service Leads to 
Word-of-Mouth Advertising 


Williams feels this way: “If by 
a well-run service organization you 
can get a favorable word-of-mouth 
campaign going, you'll put more net 
profit in your pocket than would ever 
be possible through thousands of 
dollars of advertising. 

“Actions always speak louder than 
words and those customers who have 
received good service from your or- 
ganization will think twice before 
buying at discounts or going else- 
where because of long trades.” 

Williams’ talk included a plea to 
manufacturers to “adopt a more 
liberal policy—-to stand some of the 
cost involved in the engineering and 
production bugs that show up in the 
field. It has always hurt, and especi- 
ally so with our increasingly higher 
cost of doing business.” 

Williams concluded by listing some 
of the things his firm would like to 
do in the future to improve its serv- 
ice operation. These include: 

1. Putting the men in uniform to 
improve their appearance and for 
advertising. 

2. Developing a means of getting 
them to collect more instead of 
charging (“We have trouble collect- 
ing for $3 and $4 calls.”) 

3. Developing an incentive system 
so servicemen can earn more money 
according to their ability. 

4. Working out a series of instruc- 
tive and interesting service meetings 

5. Considering the advisability of 
setting up a checkout section where 
every new appliance is inspected and 
adjusted before being delivered.

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3 Machines Operate 2 
Separate Systems for 
Poultry Storage Firm 


By C. Dale Mericle 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn.—-Full pro- 
tection against interruption of re- 
frigeration should any one of the 
three compressors serving the new 
freezing and storage rooms of the 
Tennessee Egg Co. fail is provided 
by the valving and piping arrange- 
ment worked out by the installing 
contractor, J. W. Brooks & Sons, 
Carrier distributor here. 

Such protection is extremely impor- 
tant for this user, because the firm 
processes some 30,000 chickens a day. 
Not all of these are frozen, but a 
goodly number do go into the 42 by 
25-ft. cooler for short-term storage. 

The freezer itself has considerable 
capacity, being a room of 18 to 24 
ft. in size. Entrance to this is 
through the larger storage room 
Both freezer and cooler are equipped 
with Carrier “cold diffusers.” The 
unit for the cooler is installed in one 
corner, but even air distribution is 
obtained with an_L-shaped duct that 
connects at the top and runs down 
the center of the room. 

Condensing units which handle the 
freezer and cooler are located direct- 
ly above on the second floor. Each 
condensing unit is driven by a 10-hp. 
motor, two units serving the freezer 
while the third takes care of the 
cooler room. 

“Each system uses Carrene-7 as 
the refrigerant,” points out Jack L. 
Rehring, construction and _ service 
manager for Brooks. ‘Properly 
handled, this refrigerant will increase 
capacity 18 to 20%, but the system 
has to be carefully balanced,” he cau- 
tions. “With it we can get lower tem- 
peratures while still operating under 
positive pressure.” 

Also on the second floor close by 
the units and located directly in front 
of a window is a two-circuit Carrier 
evaporative condenser. One circuit of 
the “evap” is for the units handling 
the freezer, the other for the storage 
room system. 

Although space is no problem since 
this section of the second floor is not 
used much of the time, a picket fence 
has been built around the units and 
evaporative condenser. Before the

To insure refrigeration at all times 
even though there might be a me- 
chanical failure of condensing units, 
all three units are interconnected 
Normally, only two are multiplexed 

those handling the freezer. All 
three machines are connected to com- 
mon suction and discharge lines, but 
these are so valved that the three 
machines operate two separate sys- 
tems 

However, if the compressor serv- 
ing the cooler should require repairs, 
it can be readily valved out and one 
of the two handling the freezer 
valved into the cooler system. For 
the short time that the compressor 
is being repaired or replaced, the 
other single unit could hold a satis- 
factory temperature in the freezer. 

Similarly, the oil equalizer lines 
between the multiplexed units are 
valved so the circuits can be rear-

Surgeons May Operate 
On Frozen Patients 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden - Freezing 
& patient so that his body tempera- 
ture is lowered from a normal of 
98.6° F. to 59° F. and his metabolic 
processes are almost stopped may 
become a new technique for heart 
surgery 

Three European surgeons recently 
reported that they have conducted 
more than 100 successful operations 
on dog's hearts after the animal's 
body temperature was reduced to 


about 51° F 
One of the surgeons, Dr. Carl 
Wegelius, stated: “Dog hearts are 


much more sensitive than the human 
heart, so chances of using the tech- 
nique successfully on humans appear 
to be very good.” 

The surgeons’ report said that the 
patient could be frozen insensible for 
hours and after the operation, he 
could be slowly thawed out. They be- 
lieved that a temperature of 43 to 
45° F. is as low as the human body 
could stand. 

The experiments on dogs were con- 
ducted in a hospital here over the 
past 10 months by Dr. Wegelius, Dr 
John Lind, also of Sweden, and Dr. 
Andre Juvenelle of the French Sor- 
bonne.

Second, the plunger does not seat 
to tightly close the valve. In the open 
position, refrigerant may pass 
around the small stem. In the closed 
position the bottom barrel of the 
plunger is held in the refrigerant 
passage. It does not fit tightly, so 
that there is little reason for it to 
stick, but it does shut off almost all 
of the refrigerant flow, and thus 
causes the refrigerant to flow 
through the coils in the primary 
transfer plate 

The restrictor magnet coil is out- 
side the refrigerant system, so it 
may be serviced or changed if neces- 
sary 

When the restrictor valve is closed 
by the closing of the secondary ther- 
mostat cold) primary refrigerant 
from the capillary tube, passes first 
through the coils in the primary 
tranfer plate before it goes to the 
freezer evaporator. Thus, the pri- 
mary transfer plate is refrigerated 
directly and as needed by the refrig- 
erator compartment transmitting its 
demand through the secondary con- 
trol 

By contact with the primary trans- 
fer plate, the secondary transfer 
plate is refrigerated and the second- 
ary refrigerant is cooled, and being 
heavier drops, thus setting up the cir- 
culation in the secondary circuit 
Since the secondary coils are at- 
tached to the liner of the refrigerator 
compartment, the secondary refrig- 
erant absorbs heat, vaporizes and 
rises to the secondary transfer plate 
There it is recondensed to a liquid 
ready to again circulate through 
the secondary circuit 


SEQUENCE OF OPERATION 


Sequence of operation of the com- 
preasor and controls is somewhat as 
follows 

If the freezer starts to warm up 
due to heat leakage, or putting in 
warm foods or water in the ice cube 
trays, the primary thermostat calls 
for refrigeration and starts the com- 
pressor. If the refrigerator compart- 
ment is cold enough, the secondary 
thermostat is open and the restrictor 
valve is open, so the primary refrig- 
erant from the capillary tube by- 
passes the coils of the primary

When the freezer evaporator is 
cold enough to satisfy the freezer 
thermostat, the latter opens and 
stops the compressor. 

If the secondary thermostat closes 
while the primary thermostat is 
closed and the compressor is in op- 
eration, the restrictor valve closes 
and the primary refrigerant from the 
capillary tube must pass through 
the coils of the primary transfer 
plate and refrigeration is furnished 
to the refrigerator compartment. 

If the secondary control closes 
while the primary thermostat is 
open, the compressor is not in op- 
eration. Since the secondary thermo- 
stat is in the electric current after 
the primary thermostat, it cannot 
energize the restrictor valve until 
the primary thermostat closes. Thus 
the restrictor must stay open and 
wait until the primary thermostat 
closes, before the restrictor can get

current to close it and thus force 
primary refrigerant to circulate 
through the coils of the primary 
transfer plate. 

When the primary’ thermostat 
closes and starts the compressor, the 
restrictor valve can then close, but 
not until then can it do so. In this 
way, the compressor can start and 
stop to fill the requirements of the 
freezer, but without affecting the re- 
frigerator compartment, unless the 
refrigerator compartment calls for- 
refrigeration. 

In practice, the temperature of the 
refrigerator compartment must be 
satisfied before the primary thermo- 
stat stops the compressor, for with 
the restrictor valve closed, heat from 
the refrigerator compartment passes 
to the secondary refrigerant and 
through the transfer plates and to 
the freezer evaporator, preventing 
the freezer thermostat from opening 
and stopping the compressor.

John Gensley, Bank of America 
executive who has been a major pro- 
ponent of food-plan financing, scoffed 
at bankers and lending agencies who 
have argued, “Isn't it economically 
unsound for people to buy food on a 
time-payment plan?” 

Said Gensley in answer to this: 
Promoting Utility 

“We're not financing the day-to- 
day consumption of food, but rather 
the utility of the ‘freezer-food’ plan. 
As for the argument that the initial 
cost is too high that’s a relative 
matter. If you need something, or it 
can help you in living a better life, 
the cost can't be too high.” 

Despite some ups-and-downs in the 
growth of “freezer-food” plans, in- 
cluding some rather distressing ex- 
periences with fly-by-night operators, 
Gensley reported that delinquencies 
under the plan are below those for 
the financing of other appliances, 
mortalities are well below average, 
but both delinquencies and mortali- 
ties are moving towards the appli- 
ance average——and this is desirable.

“Freezers are a very desirable 
item for financing,” Gensley declared, 
“because they are a ‘big ticket’ item 
with a higher gross volume than 
other appliances, but requiring no 
greater cost to handle.” 


Banks Can ‘Police’ Industry 


If the merchandising cf such plans 
should get out of hand, with “balloon- 
ing” of prices and the abuse of bonus 
payments for leads, the banks can 
be the most effective force in policing 
the industry, by cracking down on 
such practices and refusing to finance 
plans for dealers indulging in such 
practices 

Bank of America requires of the 
dealer that he sell the freezer at the 
suggested list price, that he fulfill 
the warranty obligations in the pur- 
chase agreement, and that the sale 
be a “clean deal” with no option to 
return or any other type of attached 
liability. On food invoices of food 
financed by the bank there must be 
a certification that the food prices do 
not exceed the OPS ceilings. 

Gensley said that he had made an 
analysis recently of a sampling of 
sales of “freezer-food” plans financed 
by his bank which showed that the 
average price was $819, of which 
$237 was in food. Average size of 
freezer sold was 183 cu. ft. 

Emphasis on the element that “the 
plan can't be too simple,” was made 
by John J. Pollon, Amana vice presi- 
dent and west coast regional man- 
ager. 

“There is a tendency for those who 
first come in contact with the plan 
to try to make it too complex,” Pollon 
declared. “Make it ABC for the dealer 
as weil as the prospect. 


Selection of Salesmen 
Important to Success 


“Selection of salesmen is important 
to the success of the ‘freezer-food’ 
operation, and some different con- 
siderations are involved. In many in- 
stances it is not the professional type 
of specialty salesman who is most 
successful, but rather the man who 
has never sold anything before in his 
life. The bookkeeper, the mechanic, 
or firemen and policemen working 
part time have often proved most 
successful. 

“Look for the man who can cut 
through all the verbiage and who can 
tell the story in simple, straight- 
forward language. Stay away from 
the ‘highbinder’ type of spieling 
salesman.” 

Pollon emphasized also the wide 
range of the ‘radiation’ effect of sell- 
ing in food plans—one sale selling 
five others. 

“I hardly know of a sale that 
hasn’t resulted directly in at least 
one other sale—and many of them 
I know to be responsible for a dozen 
other sales.” 

One of the items on their tour of 
observations that most impressed the 
visiting distributors and dealers was 
the actual presentation-to-a-prospect 
on freezer plans by Joe Lydon of 
Amana Foods & Freezers of North 
Hollywood, one of the most success- 
ful operators in the whole area. It is 
a firm which specializes on food plan 
operations only. 


Salesmen Must Buy 
Plan Themselves 
Lydon explained that he wanted 


only “believers” among his salesmen, 
and has made it almost mandatory 


| that the salesmen buy the plan them- 


selves before they start to sell it. 
Salesmen are trained for a week in 
the store, and then get a kit (on 
which they deposit $7.50) which is 
the outline of the presentation. In 
most cases they go out on an appoint- 
ment call with a veteran salesman 
to see an actual presentation pitch 


| before going out to canvass. 


For canvass they must. Lydon be- 


| lieves that it is essential—particu- 


larly for the new salesman—to make 
cold canvass calls. 

If punching the doorbell brings the 
housewife to the door, the salesman 
asks only for an opportunity to ex- 
plain the plan, and requests an 
evening appointment. This eliminates 
any worry on the part of the house- 


wife that he might want to talk to | 


her then, and he puts a positive note 
to it by saying “Would you mind 
telling your husband for me that I'll 
stop by tonight to explain our food 
plan?” 

In the actual sales presentation at 
the time of the appointment, Lydon 


trains his salesmen to think of it in 
the terms of four distinct “periods.” 

(1) The “warmup” in which the 
salesmen tries to determine the 
couple's major interests, and gaining 
their confidence 

(2) “Introductory” 
plaining who his 


period. -ex- 
company is and 


what it does, and telling something 
about the manufacturer 
‘3) The “colorful” period-—-in 


which the salesman paints the ‘pic- 
ture that makes the prospect hungry 
to buy 

(4) The “close’’—-telling them how 
they can buy the plan 

One of the most telling parts of 
the presentation--and one which im- 
pressed the visiting dealers the most 

was the fact that in his “budget” 
story on the plan, Lydon never once 
mentions the price of the freezer 


Budget Based on 
Proved Savings 


He draws up his budget on the 
basis of proved savings that are pos- 
sible if the individual purchaser will 
take full advantage of all food-buying 
bargains possible with a freezer, and 
merely shows that over the period 
that payments will be made on the 
plan, the buyer will be spending $80 
a month for his food, for example, 
where previously he had been paying 
$90 

“This has been so effective as a 
method of presentation,” declared 
Jack Powell, Amana distributor in 
Los Angeles, “that we have had buy- 
ers who actually didn’t realize that 
they owned the freezer put in their 
home--they just thought we were 
leaving it to them while they bought 
food under the plan, and that we 
might take it back from them any 
time.” 

Lydon says salesmen should avoid

if at all possible getting into a 
discussion of a breakdown of the 
monthly payment-—bdut should be 


armed with the necessary figures “to 
satisfy the accountant type of pros- 
pect” in case a breakdown is de- 
manded 


Home Economist 
Follows Up Delivery 


A big part of the plan of opera- 


tion outlined by Lydon is the use of 
a home economist, who calls on the 
buyer the day or night the freezer 
is delivered. The prospective pur- 
chaser is told about this proposed 
call by the home economist how she 
will work with the buyer in selecting 
the initial order of foods to suit the 
family’s tastes, and how she will 
offer instructions in the proper use 
of the freezer 

“The right time for her to make 
this call is on the night of the day 
that the freezer has been delivered,” 
Lydon says. “The family is happy 
and excited, the neighbors are in to 
see the new purchase, and what a 
wonderful time to prepare the ground 
for ‘referral’ sales. We teach the 
home economist to encourage the 
neighbors to ‘sit in’ on the discussion 
of food purchases and demonstration 
of proper freezer use, and the buyer 
also gets the pitch on how she can 
have a turkey or ham placed in her 
refrigerator without charge for the 
name of every other prospect she 
suggests who ultimately buys a 
freezer.” 


Dealer or Salesman 
Can Be Follow-Up 


If the dealer cannot afford a home 
economist, Lydon pointed out, then 
the salesman or the dealer himself 
should make this call upon the buyer,

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and do the same thing that the home 
economist does 

The matter of “guaranteeing” the 
quality of food was emphasized by 
Distributor Powell and the success- 
ful dealers.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 5/ 
for about a week. Compressor supply 
is below normal, with future de- 
liveries depending on length of strike. 
An estimated three weeks will be re- 
quired to catch up on back orders 
after steel mills reopen 

BENDIX HOME APPLIANCES: 
Production cut back and a major ad- 
vertising campaign on new line post- 
poned 

CROSLEY: Freezer manufacture 
continuing, with units being shipped 
directly from the production line. If 
the strike goes on much longer, out- 
put undoubtedly will have to be re- 
duced 

GENERAL ELECTRIC: Vacation 
shutdowns juggled to ease the drain 
on steel supplies. Should the strike 
be on by Aug. 1, total unemployment 
in all plants is expected to reach 
100,000. It stood at around 20,000 on 
July 15. G-E announced recently that 
refrigerator production would con- 
tinue as long as the supply of mate- 
rials holds out. 

GIBSON: Shortage of compressors 
feared in August and perhaps sooner 
unless the strike is settled shortly. 

INTERNATIONAL HARVESTER:

REMINGTON: Production for re- 
mainder of this year dependent

steel shortage. Company has more

WESTINGHOUSE ELECTRIC AP- 
PLIANCE DIV.: Closing down July 
28 for a two-week plant vacation. 
Production will be gradually cur- 
tailed this week.

1. Authorized manufacturers of 
consumer durable goods to purchase 
carbon steel, sheet, strip, and other 
non-critical types of steel from ware- 
houses that have any in stock.

2. Allowed producers of steel and 
steel products to postpone delivery 
dates specified by NPA if they can- 
not meet these dates due to the steel 
strike. Once production is resumed, 
these producers must reschedule these 
orders in their original sequence and

3. Issued a policy statement per- 
mitting applicants for building pro- 
jects to commence construction if 
they have enough carbon steel in 
their possession or in the possession 
of their prime contractor to finish the 
project.

conditioning system at the hottest (in 
both words and outdoor tempera- 


tures) Republican convention § in 
years represents a major triumph for 
the entire industry, Carrier believes. 

“The unqualified success of the 
system probably has done more good 
for the air conditioning industry than 
any other single installation of re- 
cent years,” declared Cloud Wampler, 
president. 

Although outside temperature 
soared to a record 98.5° during the 
convention's opening day (July 7), 
and although the arguments among 
delegates were more torrid than had 
been expected, the Carrier system 
kept temperatures in the hall well 
below the design level of 80°. 

Highest temperature recorded in 
the hall was 78° during the incredibly 
hot opening Monday afternoon. Tem- 
peratures never again topped 77° and 
most of the time were in the range 
of 72° to 76°. 

The air conditioning was one of 
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the major topics of conversation in 
the press, on radio, and television as 
well as among delegates and specta- 
tors, reaching people all over the 
country. 

Carrier maintained a full staff of 
specialists on duty to make sure the 
system functioned perfectly at all 
times. Engineers armed with delicate 
swing psychrometers were con- 
stantly patrolling the arena where 
delegates and spectators sat to check 
on temperatures and humidities. 

The engineers reported no varia- 
tions of more than a degree between 
one part of the arena and another, 
even though there had been no 
chance beforehand to test the system 
with this large a human heat load. 

Hourly records of temperatures in- 
side and outside the hall were dis- 
tributed twice a day to press, radio, 
and television to make sure that the 
information they released was accu- 
rate.

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tons of capacity, reached full load 
only once. This was during the open- 
ing afternoon when the first big 
debate over seating of delegates 
reached the floor. They came near 
full load only once after that, dur- 
ing General MacArthur's keynote 
speech Monday night.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 3/ 
of the first four months of the year 

May sales totaled 263,719 units. 
This was 25% under the 348,423 sold 
in the same month last year and 3% 
higher than the 255,009 moved in 
April of this year. 

For the first five months, these 
companies had sold 1,370,103 units, 
41% less than the 2,297,535 sold in 
the comparable period of 1951. 

The above figures are world totals, 
covering sales in the United States, 
Canada, and other foreign countries. 
Though sales in the United States 
and other foreign countries were 
considerably down from last year, 
Canadian sales were zooming. 

The reporting firms sold 21,475 do- 
mestic refrigerators in Canada dur- 
ing May. This was 76% more than 
in May, 1951 and 86% more than in 
April of this year. Of the units sold, 
nearly half were of the 9 cu. ft. size. 

Canadian sales for the first five 
months, again reversing the general 
trend, were 5% higher than in the 
same period of 1951. 
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
